REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD: 


To the Citizens of Hampton Falls: 

At the North School, the spring term was taught by Miss 
Clark; the fall and winter terms, by Miss Murray. At the 
South School, the spring term by Miss Brown, the fall and 
winter terms by Miss Jewell. The East School spring term, 
by Miss Stevens; the fall and winter, by Miss Kimball. 

Mr. Brooks, our superintendent, has visited our schools 
regularly and reported to us of their conditions. Owing to the 
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increased cost of books, supplies, fuel and tuitions, we have 
spent more money than was raised for school purposes. Ow- 
ing to the high wages and the great attractions of city life 
our superintendent has experienced all kinds of trouble in 
securing experienced teachers for our schools. The average 
city girl in coming to the country to teach puts in the first half 
of the term in homesickness, and the remainder in the thought 
that she can return to her home with the satisfaction that she 
has got the experience necessary to secure a position in the 
city schools. No wonder that our country children find 
they are up against it when they come in competition with 
village and city children who have had the advantages of 
experienced teachers. But we hope that in the future, with 
the back to the land idea and the city people realizing that 
they are indebted to the farmers for their bread and butter, 
that our superintendent will be able to secure experienced 
teachers, who will stay with us. And thereby we shall receive 
nearer the full value from our money spent for school purposes.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Hampton Falls: 


I have the honor of submitting to you a report of my third 
year as superintendent of your schools. 


CHANGE OF FISCAL YEAR 


At the last session of the Legislature the following amend- 
ment was passed: 

“The fiscal year of town and special school districts begin- 
ning February 16, 1917, shall end August 31, 1918, and 
thereafter the fiscal and the scholastic year shall end August 
31, annually.”’ 

The passage of this amendment brings to every School 
District in New Hampshire the necessity of providing in some 
way for the change of fiscal year. Last March funds were 
appropriated to carry the schools to the end of the winter 
term only. This leaves the spring term and any repairs made 
during the summer unprovided for. The best way in which 
to provide for the change seems to be the following: 

To consider the amount needed to finish the extended school 
year as a deficit and raise a sufficient amount to cover the 
same. In addition, to appropriate an amount sufficient to 
meet the needs of the.schools until the end of the winter term, 
March, 1919. 


THE SCHOOLS 


The principal item of interest to all concerned is the progress 
of the schools. All three of them are in far better condition 
than they were a year ago. By coincidence, the teachers are 
all new to Hampton Falls, are all in their first year of teach- 
ing, and were classmates at. the Plymouth Normal School. 
In view of their training, their success is not surprising, 
though none the less gratifying. 

North.—Miss Gladys Murray, of Berlin, N. H., is a strong, 
steady teacher. She is popular with parents and scholars. 
The serving of a hot drink or a hot dish with the children’s 
lunches is in accordance with the best modern practice in 
rural schools. 
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East.—Owing to unavoidable circumstances, the East 
School had a different teacher each term of the year 1916- 
1917. Fortunately all three were excellent teachers. After 
Miss DeGross’s accident, Miss Elizabeth Kimball, of Exeter,. 
and Miss Marjorie Stevens, of Durham, both Plymouth 
graduates, acted as substitutes. 

Miss Edna Kimball, of Farmington, has the school this 
year. The children are fortunate to be under the care of this 
gifted young teacher who is achieving an enviable success. 

South.Miss Myra Jewell, of Stratham, is doing her best 
to interest a school that has not the advantage of numbers. 
If hard and conscientious work on the part of a teacher can 
assure results, Miss Jewell is bound to succeed. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION 


It is impossible to express in figures the value of medical 
inspection. Even if the examining physician does not spend 
many hours in the schools in the course of a year, the fact that 
we can legally call upon him for authority and advice is of 
great assistance. 


IN CONCLUSION 


There are many contributing factors in the maintenance 
of a good school. Well trained and devoted teachers, sanitary 
school buildings, and co-operation on the part of parents, 
school officers, teachers and pupils are absolute essentials. 

There has never been a time in our history when education 
was so much needed as it is now and as it will be in the days of 
reconstruction after the war. We must be very sure that we 
allow nothing to handicap the intelligence and producing 
power of the rising generation. This means that we must od 
every effort to improve our schools.
